When Clinton wrote tor first memoir, “Living History. ” she was a senator and worked on the book in her spare 
time. After a full day’s work in the Capitol, she said, she would come tome and “stay up aD tours in the night 
writing, editing and arguing” with her advisers and friends.

‘This time I promised myself that it would be different,” Clinton said. “I was leaving the State Department, 
stepping off that high wire of American diplomacy. There’d be no more interview requests, no frantic media 
speculation about my plans —just peace and quiet in our little old Chappaqua farmhouse, up in the attic where I 
hang out.” 

Then she deadpanned, Tt has not exactly worked out that way.” 

Clinton’s book has been hotly anticipated, and political groups have begun battling to define her tenure before 
she even finishes the manuscript. 

Clinton said she is not writing on a computer — T still write longhand” — and has produced “barrels and barrels 
of old drafts.” 

“In feet, if you see my study at home, you would think it was an episode from ‘The Hoarders’ — the notes, the 
pages, the drafts. It is amazing,” Clinton said. 

The reason she keeps her drafts, she said, is because when she wrote Tt Takes a Village” as first lady, some 
reporters “claimed I never wrote anything in the book.” To prove them wrong, she said, she had to reveal her 
paper drafts. 

Clinton said that she has been retying heavily on her husband, former president Bill Clinton, and daughter, 

Chelsea, for editing and motivation. “The biggest challenge is decohering my husband’s writing when he decides 
to put his two cents in,” she joked. 

She also is getting help from editor Jonathan Karp, as well as Carolyn Reidy, president and chief executive of 
Simon & Schuster, which published her three previous titles. 

Reidy, who chairs the Association of American Publishers, introduced Clinton at Wednesday’s meeting before a 
couple hundred publishing executives. 

“She writes her own books,” Reidy said. “And, like all good authors, she works hard on each and every draft of 
her manuscript as she revises and then revises again, absorbing editorial suggestions.” 

As she mulls a title, Clinton joked, she has turned to the Tn the Loop” reader contest in The Post for some 
suggestions. 

“One possibility was Tt Takes a World,’ a fitting sequel to Tt Takes a Village,’” Clinton said. “Another plays off 
my love of all thing; Tina Fey: ‘Bossypantsuit,’ although we can no longer say one of those words” (a reference 
Fey’s 2011 book “Bossvpants ”—and Facebook executive Sheryl Sandberg’s recent campaign to ban the 
word “bossvT . 

Of the contest winner, ‘The Scrunchie Chronicles,” Clinton said: ‘That actually is a keeper. That’s on the short 
list.”

The following is the status ol our review of the HRC manuscript - in short, we are done. I had hoped that you'd have a chance to share 
the substance of your follow-up conversation with Cheryl to confirm that we are on the right track. Absent that, we have proceeded on 
course to implement our agreed direction to the best of our understanding. 

There are a total of 25 chapters in the book, two of which we don't expect to see as they relate to HRC's pre-State period (although 
there is some indication that they may share the Introduction). 

As of Tuesday, the review of ALL 23 chapters given to us (including the 6 chapters delivered last Friday) had been completed. 

15 chapters have no national security concerns. 

3 chapters have small portions for which we would recommend minor changes. 

5 chapters contain White House equities, requiring WH/NSC review. 

In view of the need to move forward, I did not want to hold up further action pending consultation with you, so I requested that John 
Hackett, Chuck Daris, and Nick Murphy meet yesterday with Ethan Gelber (our liaison with the HRC team). 

The timing of the meeting was much appreciated as they are supposed to deliver at least something to the publisher today. 

The following is what was shared with Ethan (with an email memorializing the transaction to be transmitted by John today): 

14 chapters can be published as-is since we found no national security concerns. (Note below regarding the single cleared chapter 
not addressed yesterday :M: ) 

Pertinent pages from 3 chapters were provided with the recommendation that those highlighted minor portions be edited (with 

1 
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discussion about how to make the "tweaks") 

Ethan was advised that we would normally share the remaining 5 chapters with our counterparts at the NSC for review, given 
the presidential equities (eg., POTUS and VP discussions with HRC and heads of foreign governments, candid comments, etc). In 
view of the representation that Cheryl Mills herself was coordinating a review of the book by the White House, we made it clear that 
we deferred to her actions. Ethan indicated that she had shared (or was sharing) the manuscript with the VP's national security advisor 
and possibly with the COS. Our team emphasized our reliance on her commitment/obligation to ensure this review was undertaken 
(especially for national security interests) and that we be provided with written confirmation of the effort and results. 

**At your request, we pulled back all the chapters that had been shared with bureaus. The chapter covering Iran was shared with NEA 
(the desk cleared it) and with D, especially given his prominence in the chapter. When he surrendered the chapter, it was with the 
understanding that it would be returned. It was confirmed yesterday that he still wants it back (we're unsure what his expectation is - 
whether he thinks he can clear it or not). In view of the foregoing lingering uncertainty vis a vis D, this chapter was not included in the 
meeting with those that could be published as-is. To complete the circle, attached is a copy of the Iran chapter for your decision to 
provide to D or not - and to do so with whatever explanation you choose to give him. I would propose that we advise Ethan on 
Monday that we have no national security concerns regarding this chapter and that it can be published as-is. 

That completes the State Department review of the HRC manuscript consistent with your direction. We will follow-up with a formal 
letter conveying our decisions and recommendations. 

I trust our actions reflect your direction and agreement with Cheryl.
